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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a third office action for serial number 09/736828 after an RCE was filed 
10/23/03. entitled System and Method for Increasing the Load Capacity and Stability of 
Guyed Towers, filed on December 13, 2000. 

Response to Amendment 

In response to the examiner's office action dated October 30, 2003, the applicant 
has cancelled claims 1, 3, 5-6, 11-31 and 34-37 and amended claims 2, 4, 7-10, 32 and 
33. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4, 7-10, 32, 33 and 38-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: within claim 
32, prior art does not disclose each of the parallel beams for each of the guyed tower is 
fixedly attached to the parallel beans of an adjacent guyed tower section in combination 
with a periphery of the plurality of beams for the bottom section does not exceed a 
periphery of the plurality of beams for the top section of the tower; and, within claim 38, 
prior art does not disclose the method step of erecting a pole tower within a inner region 
of the guyed tower further comprising the steps of lifting each of the pole tower sections 
to the top section of the erected guyed tower and passing the pole tower sections 
through the top section of the erected tower in combination with the method of 
increasing a load capacity of an erected guyed pole tower.
